20. (new) The method of claim 19, wherein password protection 
is utilized when deleting album images. 

21 . (new) A method of providing an int^rated album of stored . 
images in a digital camera, comprising: 

a) providing a first monory vibidti stores cs^tured digital images; 

b) providing a second memory which stores albimi images; 

c) providing user controls on a digital camera to enable a user to 
designate one or more of the captured distal images as c^tured album images; 

d) storing the captured album images in the second memory; 

e) receiving transferred album images fix>m a host computer and 
storing the transfored album images in the second memory; and 

0 in response to the user controls, displaying both the captured 
album images and the transferred album images, on a display screen of the digital 
camera. 
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
